“When I aroused by the shock 
of the collision,” says Hawse, “I rushed 
on deck and heard Capt. Doran giving 

to lower the boats on the lee

and children first." [ hurried to the 
tee side and lowered boat six. I di- 
rected the loading of the boat and 
when we pulled away there were fif- 
teen persons in it. . 

“We rowed to the San Pedro and 
Placed the passengers aboard. Upon 
returning to the scene of the collision, 
we passed many rafts and could have 
filled the boat at once but were afraid 
they would swamp us and decided to 
Pick up the isolated men and women 
who wére struggling as best they could 
on pleces of wreckage and with life 


preservers. 
“We took four women and six men in 


the boat. One of the women was but /: 


slightly clad and delirious. We again 
went to the San Pedro but they refused 
to take any more people aboard, saying 
the vessel was crowded. Even though 
I urged them, owing to the condition 
of the woman, my request was not 
grante4. 

“I made the women as comfortable 
as I could by covering them with a 


eall. My only trouble was with the 
Gelirious woman. other three be- 
haved fine. 


MEN ACTED LIKE BRUTES.

SAW THE COLUMBIA SINK. 

Chief Engineer J. Y. Jackson of the 
wrecked steamer Columbia, gave the 
— interview to the Evening 

t: 

“I was in my stateroom when the 
crash occurred, and I gcrambled into a 
few clothes and came upon deck. AW 
was confusion, and turmoil. The roar 
of the water as it poured in the hole 
of the Colum ‘es side was deafen- 
ing. Then perately swimming 
away, I caught a rope thrown from 
the deck of the San Pedro. From there 
I looked back at the Columbia, just 
in time to-see her plunge beneath the 
waves. Aa she sank I could dimly see 
many men dash across the deck toward 
the San Pedro; the next moment the 
fog had hidden the dreadful scene. 

“TT am that many steerage pas- 
sengers did not leave their staterooms, 
as t.e interval was so short between 
that time and the time she sank that 
the men on watch in my department 
had riot time to get to the lower deck. 
and those that did jump overboard were 
sucked down by the dreadful vortex 
created by the sinking vessel. When I 
rushed across the deck it seemed to be 
deserted, but I knew that many were 
about me, for the screams and cries 
were awful. I thank God that I am 
safe, but I would willingly have given 
my life, as Capt. n did, to save 
those that perished. 

“I did not realize that the vessel 
was going to sink as soon a& it did, 
and I believe Capt. Doran was of the 
same opinion.” . 

POMONA'S CAPTAIN WEEPS. 

Capt. Swanson of the Pomona came 
down from the bridge to the - gang 
plank head after hig passengers and 
the Columbia’s had been landed. 
Though sixty hours had elapsed since 
the midnight horror off the Mendocino 
coast, and though he had played no 
part in the scenes following, his emo- 
tion was such that tears filled his eyes 
again and again as he spoke for a brief 
moment or two with newspaper men. 
“I don’t Know that I can add any- 
thing to the accounts already given,” 
he said. “I asked several officers of the 
Columbia's crew for @ statement just 
how the collision happened. and what 
followed after it, but they said they 
were not at liberty to talk until after 
they had reported to the company offi- 
cialis here in San Francisco. Of course, 
I did not press them. The Pomona left 
Eureka at 2 o'ci0ck yesterday after- 
noon with one passenger and thirty- 
two of the survivors of the crew of the 
Columbia. About an hour before w 
sailed thirty or nore survivors reach 
Eureka from Sheiter Cove. I did not 
have an opportunity to learn their 
names. Pur Byrnes of the lost ship 
is remaining Eureka by orders of his 
company. He has sen’ many of the 
survivors of the Columbia north to 
Portiand on the steamer George W. 
Elder, which. rescued eighty or ninety 
men and women and took them to Eu- 
reka, to whieh point she towed the

Mrs. Frances Fearn, widow of the 
late United States Ambassador to

Hyslop, secretary of the American Ine 
Scientific Research, and 
formerly was professor of logic and 
ethics at Columbia University. 

Dr. Hyslop’s story was told in the 
cold, hard way of a scientist. He re- 
lated experiences in communication 
with the other world that put the 
claims of our own army of psychics, 
clairvoyants, seers and seeresses, me- 
diums, shorts and extra longs in the 
shade. 

The speaker, who is here on a tour 
undertaken for the purpose of stimu- 
lating interest in psychicaresearch and 
to secure a fund for the prosecution of 
the work, was introduced by D. K. 
Trask, former judge of the Supettor 
Court. His audience included many 
local mediums, but was made up for 
the most part of intelligent men and 
women of inquiring minds. The sub- 
ject of the lecture was “Science and 
the Future Life.” 

Dr. Hyslop reviewed briefly the or- 


ganization in 1882 of the English So- . 


ciety for Psychical Research, which 
since has impressed the scientific 
world with the as of material it has 
gathered, and with its activity in driv- 
ing out frauds, and mentioned the for- 
mation of the American branch, of 
which the late Dr. Richard Hodgson 
was the head. This branch went out 
of existence in 1905, with the death of 
Dr. Hodgson, and in its place was 
formed the present institute to which 
Dr. Hyslop is devoting his attention. 
This institute has a board of trustees 
that is to take charge of the funds and 
endowments for “use in the investiga- 
tion of psychic phenomena. 
PURSUIT OF PHENOMENA. 

One of the aims of the institute ts 
to make a study that will lead to a 
better understanding of insanity and 
its cure, but the section now organized 
deals only with the phenomena of illu- 
sions. hallucinations, apparitions, 
clairvoyance, mediumship and the like. 

“We want this study to stand on the

of balloons and airships.” . said the

Rochester Suds Manufacturing 
Concern Would Like to Locate a 
Seventy -five-Thousand-Dollar Beer 
Plant on the Flats West of the 
Town on the Inland Harbor.
